In response to the September 10, 2001, Restriction Requirement in the above-identified 
application, Applicants elect with traverse Group n, claims 10-1 1, 20, 25, 26, and 30 drawn to 
polypeptides and kit comprising the polypeptides. In response to the sequence election 
requirement, Applicants respectfully submit that it would not be burdensome to examine SEQ ID
